RIOTS IN BUDA PEST. 

Nearly Fifty Injured in Clash Betwosn 
Political Parties. 

Uuda Pest, Sept. 27. — Between 40 nud 
50 persons were injured in riots here to- 
night, when socialists and adherents of 
the coalition party, including students, 
clashed opposite the Royal hotel and for 
two hours there were scenes of wild ex- 
citement. The Royal hotel is the head- 
quarters .if the Independence, club, in 
which is the council room of the coali- 
tion leaders. T/he students and other 
supporters: of the coalition party had ar- 
ranged for a gigantic torchlight proces- 
sion tonight, hut during the day social- 
ists issued inflammatory proclamations!) 
calling on socialists and others opposed 
to the coalition to gather to light for 
their right, which they said the coalition 
was Irving to sidetrack under cover of 
an alleged affront by the King-Emper- 
or to the whole nation. Owing to these 
proclamations the coalition leaders decid- 
ed to postpone t lie torchlight procession, 
seeking tints to avoid hi Ished. 

At S o'clock about 1,500 socialists ga- 
thered outside the Independence club and 
announced their intention of entering and 
tearing down the council room. A large 
force of police was present and was as- 
sisted bv loll leading , itizons. 

Assisled by loll loading citizens the 
111 oh made an effort to enter, lull was 
vigorously opposed by the police. A fight 
ensued, .-in, I amid the wildest clamor 
several persons were stabbed, but the 
socialists were finally scattered, fifteen 
minutes later, however. (he soohilisls 
again gathered. This time many ad- 
herents of the eoalil ion appeared 1 a 

free tight ensued. A dense mass of 
humanity surged in every direction shout- 
ing and singing the Marseillaise and oth- 
er songs. Knives, slicks and stones 
were vigorously used. 

In I lie men n while a thun lerstorm enme 
mi and vivid lightning lil up the square, 
w hile ilie thunder added a note of terror. 
Main fell in torrents anil dampened the 
ardor ol t lie combatants, who were fin- 
ullv dispersed by the police.

Large Than France. 

Sonialilnnd, w hich occupies the most 
easterly point of Africa, is. roughly 
Speaking, shaped like n four-pointed 
BtflT. and has an area considerably 
■creator than that of France. It is 
bounded by the (lulf of Aden on the 
north, by the Indian ocean on the east, 
and its western and southern boundar- 
ies are the frontiers of British Fast Af- 
rica and Abyssinia. On the Indian 
Ocean the coast is Italian Somalilaud,

New York Sun. 

Some detail- from Uaku in a letter 
dated August ii. throw light on what is 
now going ou in that part of the Cau- 
casus.. 

The oil industry of Baku is carried on 
bv- coniDuuios of different nationalities, 
which as a rule employ mostly their own 
people. Thus, ai the Xobel Work- the 
employees are Swedes and Gerniuns; nl 
the Miintaclieff establishment, Armeni- 
ans; ai the Rothschilds', .lews, and al 
the Baku Company's works, Kussinns. 
These are iii the workshops, reli ueries 
and otllccs while the unskilled labor is 
almost entirely Tartar, Mussulman and 
I'ersian.

NEED OF BUSINESS EDUCATION. 

The World I ■■-Day. 

An important element in the deter- 
mination of the future of this branch 
of education will be the attitude of thf 
commercial world, lis dissatisfaction 
with former conditions is largely respon- 
sible for ihe introduction of these now 
courses and its satisfaction or dissatis- 
faction with ihe outcome will have great 
inllueuce in determining ihe direction 
ami character of the uexl move. In their 
attitude toward this imnemeul at tha 
ureseut timo business men may he 
grouped into three classes; those who do 
n. •! believe in ihe possibility of training 
men foi- commercial pursuits in schools, 
those who are eni husiasi ically support- 
ing it. The first and the third classes arc 
in Ihe minority. The former is best 
represented by so-called self-mnde men 

who have not themselves enjoyed the ad- 
vuutuges of an education, and do nol un- 
derstand what ii all means. Another 
fails to understand the new courses, be- 
ing apparently unable 'to rid himself of 
the, idea that they are designed lo teach 
ihe technic of his particular ostablish- 
ii I which he knows lo be an impos- 
sibility, since il is his own secret which 
he doe- noi propose to give away. 

Tiie vast majority of btfsiness men 
realize the need of better trained ser- 
vice, and will welcome this new type of 
college graduate ami give him a trial. 
If he passes through the ordeal success- 
fully . they will approve his training: 
otherwise they will condemn ii. The 
men responsible for these courses will 
profit bv the criticisms made. They are 
looking for them, and are ready to 
strengthen their course- at ihe points at 
■which weukuess is disclosed, They will 
not be discouraged, however, on account 
..f a few or even of a large percentage 
of failures. They know thai a consider- 
able proportion of every graduating 
class is poor material which could not be 

made good by any pr ss of I raining.

1'. A. O'Furrell, who is well known in 
l his province, us follows: 

ll was in the middle ot ouc of the nu- 
merous Aiuulguuituod crises, and it again 
became important to nave lleinze out u( 
the way, it we could do su at any fair 
price. From authoritative sources we 
bad it thai, lleinze was himself in such 
straits that he was ready to lake uuy- 
thiug ho could get — even if the a mount 
were less than the actual value of liis 
properties, but that under no circum- 
stances would lie meet any of our people 
but Mr. Rogers, and then only alone and 
without witnesses. There were good lea- 
sons for this last stipulation, tor in toe 
months that had intervened, the antag- 
onism between lleinze and Amalga- 
mated in Montana had been Canned no 
sedulously thai parly feeling inn high, 
lieiuze's battle-cry, "Down with "Stand- 
ard Oil.' the people's oppressor," was 
heard throughout the stale, and if his 
following had suspected i lie was 
IrulMeking witli the Uitlei nited en- 
emy, they would ccrtainlj v lynched 
him. No one knew lleiuz.es cliaructei 
better than his partner ban. m, who, 
realizing that some tine morning he 
might Hud himself bereft of ids equities 
iu the lleinze properties and holding an 
empty bug, entered into an arrangement 
with u newspaper outcast who at the 
time -was living by his wiis in Butte — one 
1'. A. O'Farrell — according to which 
O'Farrell agreed to keep Barrou posted 
about lieiuze's movements. Whenever 
the young "Copper I'riiiee" left for New 
York. O'Farrell wu- further to act as 
his traveling companion and body-gtinrd 
between the Molilalia slate line and tin 
Waldorf hotel. Ai Hie Uraiid Central 
station Barron was ever on hand to meet 
I his partner, and from that moment until 
lleinze stepped into the sleeper to ret urn 
home, one or both of those sleuths played 
! shadow. These campers on the coppt'i 
trail well knew that Hfinze's affairs at 
this ueriod were getting down to the 
j triple-cross stage, and they realized, too, 
I that we needed some form of peace in 
I order to put through our plans. Suspect 
j Ing danger to their schemes, these benui- 
I ies redoubled precautions, and when Fritz 
Augustus set out from Butte on the oc- 
casion of which I am writing, (hey had 
lynx eyes for his every movement. Ar- 
rived nt the Waldorf, lleinze found him- 
self in the centre of a suit of three rooms 
— Barron and his wife occupying the 
chamber to his right, anil O'Farrell 1 lint 
to his left. To make assurance doubly 
sure, a rumor appeared in one of the New 
York papers on the morning of Ileinze'- 
arrivnl that Rogers had confided to 
some one that he expected soon to have 
a meeting with lleinze, and at the right 
moment would spring n camera upon 
him: that the picture would lie sent hack 
to Butte, and lleinze would never dare 
Lshow his face again in Montana, 
i Almost immediately following this can- 
ard was a statement in an interview 
with Barron to the effect that he hud 
taken a contract to see that no job was 
"put tin" on the "Prince of Butte."

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AN ANCIENT SCOTTISH COLONY. 

Those who are aware of the manner 
in which the early Scottish settlers in 
Quebec Intermarried with and were 
absorbed by Hie French-Canadians, 
will be interested to learn thai atten- 
tion lias recently been drawn, in a 
French contemporary, to the existence 
of an ancient Scottish colony In the 
heart of France. It appears that there 
Is a canton in Berry which Is Inhabit- 
ed by the descendants of a band of 
Scottish soldiers who, under John, Karl 
of Darn ley. helped Charles VII. to ex- 
pel the English. Scotsmen, as every 
reader of "Quentin Durward" Is aware, 
did yeoman service to France in the 
.Middle Ages and long afterwards; but 
nowhere else has a complete colony 
preserved Its original characteristics. 
The descendants of Darnley's men-at- 
arms are said to speak a dialect which 
is not that of their neighbors; their 
tall stature, fair hair, and blue eyes 
indicate their northern ancestry; and, 
a it hough they have Intermarried for 
centuries, their bodily vigor is such 
that exemption from military service is 
considerably rarer among them than 
among the surrounding population. 
Their home is the forest of Haute 
Hi line, near Bourges, or rather, the 
land on which the forest once stood, 
and hence their local name of "Fore- 
lins." Although numerous families, or 
groups of families, of Scottish origin 
exist in other parts of France, the 
"Foretlns" of Berry are the only in- 
stance of the persistent and percepti- 
ble survival of a whole community de- 
scended from Scotsmen of the Middle 
Ages.
